« fhort Ribs. The reft of the Body was wholly 
« routed, not one Man ftaying on the Place.’ 

This fo chagrined the Marquis, that he immediately 
detached eighty-feven Troops under the Command 
of Sir John Henderfan, to attack the Parliament's 
Forces at Boffon; who, perceiving that Cromaved/ was 
advancing with the Horfe and Dragoons, forced him 
to an Engagement, before the Earl of Maxchefter 
could arrive with the Foot, on Winfby-feld, near 
Horn-cafile. Bat though Cromawel! was by far out- 
numbered by the Enemy, and had the Misfortune not 
ouly to lofe his Horfe, which was killed and fell up- 
on him, at the fir Onfet, but to be knocked down by 
Capt. Portragton, who had charged him before; he 
was fo fortunate as to recover himfelf, and remount a 
poor fcrubby Horfe in a Soldier’s Hand, .and then 
charged the Royalifts with fuch Fury, that in an 
Hour’s Time he killed Lord Widadrington, Sir Ingram 
Hopton, other Perfons of Quality, about 1500 Sol- 
diers; entirely routed the whole Body of the King’s 
Forces, purfued the Remainder with great Slaughter, 
took many Arms, fat down befere Lincoln, and joined 
by the Earl of Alunchefter, took it by Storm, with a 
very inconfiderable Lofs on his Side. 

Yhe next Aétion however gained him the moft 
fieurifhing Laurels, and the Name of Jronfides —Af- 
ter the taking of Lincoln, he had joined the Scots be- 
fieging York City; which being a Place of the 
greateft Importance to be preferved at this Junéture 
for the King, his Majefty, after the Advantage gained 
over the Earl of Effex, at Lefwithiel, in Cornwall, 
cifpatched Prince Rupert, with eight Theufand Men, 
as Commander in Chief, to raife the Siege of Yoré, 
and to fight the Enemy, if he found Occafion. As 
the Prince advanced, the Befiegers withdrew ;*which 
fo animated the young Commander, augmented with 
the Addition of the Garrifon, that, contrary to the 
Opinion of the Marquis of Necvca/tle, he forced the 
Parliament Forces to a Battle, on the 2d of Fu/y, on 
Marficn Moor, about three Miles from Yor4; and 
charged them with fuch Courage, that the Scots Ge- 
neral Lever, and the Engli/b Generals, Fairfax and 
Manchefer, quitted the Field, and fled towards 
Cawood Caftle, purfued very eagerly by the Prince, 
atthe Head of his Left Wing, killing many of their 
Forces in their Flight. Bat, before he could return 
to his former Ground, Cromae//, for whom Fortune 
had referved the Trophies of the Day, had routed 
‘ne King’s Right Wing, commanded by the Marquis 
of Nweafile, after a very obftinate Difpute, in which 
the Horfe on each Side, having difcharged their Pit- 
cat, and thrown them at each other’s Heads, decided 
‘he A‘air with the Edge of their Sword; and charg- 
-d the viGorious Troops under the Prince with fo 
mach Bravery, that Cromwe//’s referved Brigade en- 
“rely difcomfted them, while they were themfelves 
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Pal he 9) : 
fiuhhed with Victory, and ignorant of what had be- 
atlen their Right Wing. 

Cromwell, tenfible of che Glory fuch a Vitory 
would crown him with, endeavoured to make his 
Name terrible by a very great Slaughter and Car 
nage; for he left above 4000 killed of the Xmg’s 
Forces, though he did not lofe above three Hundred. 
All the Artillere, the Prince’s own Standard, with 
many others; great Quantities of Arims, Aguman- 
tion, and Baggage, fell into his Power; befides 1500 
Prifoners, amongft whom was Sir Charles Lac, 
Major General Porter, Major General 7:/yar/, and 
about a Hundred other Officers. 

The Author of the Fiagelium, who never in 
tended to flatter this Hero, fays, “That being at the 
firft Charge of the Cannon endangered with a grafing 
Shot, feared by his Men to be hurt therewith, Crom- 
evell replied merrily, 4 Mifs is @s good as a Mile! 
And then adds, what fome later Writers would deny, 
That the Succefs of this Day made him highly fa 
mous, and his Laurels moft verdant and floesifhing, 
the Victory being principally afcribed to his 
Courage and Condudt. His Delays were high 
ly magnified, and then his Refolution, in the Defpe- 
ration of the Event, extolled the Firmnefs and con- 
ftant Equality of his Mind; he fixedly and with In- 
trepidity beheld the Overthrow of the Grofs of their 
Army, and thereby animated his Troops to the more 
vigorous Recovery of the Day, now that the adverfe 
Fury was {pent in the Chace of the Scots, their Fel- 
lows, whom Cromewvel/, though in Covenant with them, 
ever had difdainfully defpifed. 

But though thefe Atchievements were truly grear, 
and raifed the Admiration of all ; shey alfo raifed a Jea- 
loufy and Envy amongft thofe, who dreaded his af- 
piring Temper and enterprizing Genius, and had been 
in a particular Manner eclipfed this Day by his Suc- 
cefs. ‘They looked upon themfelves to be outwitted 
by him, and therefore combined to remove him out of 
their Way. For which Purpofe, the Earl of Efex, 
the Scate Commitioners, (ce. confult Serjeant Mey- 
naré and Whitlock, how they fhould effect it; who 
being met, the Chancellor of Scotland {poke as fol- 
lows, in is own Dialeét, and in the Name of the 
Earl of Effex, &c. 

‘Mr. Maynard and Mr. Whitlock, I can aflure you 
of the great Opinion, both my Brethren and {elf have 
of your Worth and Abilities, elfe we fhould not have 
cefired this Meeting with you: And fince it is his 
Excellency’s Pleafure, that 1 fhould acquaint you 
with the Matter upon which your Counfel is defired, 
I thall obey his Command, and briefly recite the Balt- 
neis to you. 

‘ You ken vary weel, that Lieutenant-General 
Cromwell isno Friend of ours; and fince the advance 
of our Army into Ergland, he has ufed all under- 
hand and cunning Means to take off from our Honour, 
and Merit of this Kingdom, an evil Requital of our 
Hazards and Services; but fo it is, and we are never- 
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chele’S fully fatisfied of the Affections and Gratitude of 
the gude People of the Nation in general. 

* de is thought requilite for us, and for carrying on the 
Caufe of the twa Kingdoms, that this Obdftacle or Re- 
mora be removed out ot the Way, whom we forefee will 
be no {mall Impediment to us in the gude Delign we 
have undertaken. 

‘ He not only is no Friend to us and the Government of 
our Courch, but he is alfono Well-wiker to his Exceilen- 
cy, whom you and we have all Caufe to love and honour ; 
and if he be permitted to go on this Way, it may, I tear, 
endanger the whole Bufinels; thereture we arc to advife 
of fome Courfe to be taken tor Prevention of this Mif- 
chief. 

“You ken vary weel the Accord betwixt the twa Na- 
tions, and the Union by the folema League and Covenant; 
and if any be an Incendiary between the twa Nations, 
how he is to be proceeded againft. Now the Matter 1s, 
wherein we defire sour Opinions, what you take the 
Meaning of the Word Incendiary to be, and whether the 
Uieurenant-General be not fuch an lacendiary, as is meant 
rhereby; and which Way wud be beit to take to procecd 
againit him, if he be proved fuch an Incendiary, Unat we 
may clepe his Wings from fearing to the Prejudice of our 
Caufe. 

* Now you may I.en, that by our Law in Scotland, we 
clepe him an Incendiary who hindieth Coals of Contcn- 
rion, sad raifech Différences in the Srate, to the publick 
Damage; and he is tanguam publicus hoftis Patria. 
Whether your Law be che fame or not, you ‘ken beft, 
who are mickle learned therein, and thereiore we deine 
your Judgments in thefe Points.” 

However, they came to no Refolution how to attack 
him. His Credit was railed upon Faéts, that could nor 
be conriadicted norsefiened ; and his Party in the Houle 
at Wefyrinfler were very induftrious in his Praifes, and ace 
commodated thereto all the Sublimenefs of {criptural 
Ovation: Which put him out of the Reach of his moft 
powerful Enemics, and gained him the Parliament’s Order 
to march to the Afliiiance of the very Earl of Fffex, his 
Enemy, to curb the Advantages he had given to the King 
returning victorious from the Weft. Which Commitfion 
redounded alfo very much to his Honour at the fecond 
Battle of Newberry ; for though he was not able to carry 
a compleat Victory, yet, on that Side where he tought, he 
endangered the King’s Perfon, had not the nob.e and 
itour Earl of Cleveland, with pveat Hazard to himfelt, 
bore off the Parfuir.

‘This is certainty the Juncture 
Rerein we ought to be particularly curious ia pres 
ferving the Goodnefs of this Commodity, if we 
hope to eftablifh our Credit in foreign Markets. le 
is imposible that our Fith fhould be in the leaft in- 
ferior to thofe of the Dutch, unlels we are greatly 
impoted upon, fince the Manner of curing them is 
exactly the fame, each of our Buffes having Dutch- 
men on board for inftru€ting our People in the Me- 
thod of catching, falting, and packing them; and 
the Method in Ufe, as far as | apprehend, js this, 
which is very plain and fimple: As toon as the 
Herrings are caught, they are immediately gutted, 
and diftinguifhed by three different Species, (w/r.) 
1. The Matkifs Herring, which is of the {malleit 
Kind; 2. The Full Herring, which has got a large 
Milt; 3. The Spent Herring, which is of the, 
pooreft Sort: Each Sert of Fith is thrown into a 
Trough, wherein a large Shovel of Salt is caft, and 
the Fifh and Salt is well ftirred or fhovelled up to- 
gether, the better to incorporate the Salt, with the 
Blood and Juices, which Operation is called Dril- 
ling, then they are taken out and placed im a Baf- 
ket near the Man appointed to pack them in Cafks, 
the Bottoms of which are well fprinkled with Lil- 
bon Salt, and the Herrings placed therein upon their 
Backs, very compact and regular: Upon this Layer 
is caft a Shovel of Salt, upon the Salt a Layer of 
Herrings, fo Salt and Herrings alternately till the 
Cafk is filled, but the largeft Quantity of Salt ts put 
uppermoft, which covers them all; and after fland- 
ing five or fix Hours with the Head upon them 
loote, that they may fettle well in the Cafk, they 
prefs down the Flead clofe and drive on the Hoops; 
when this is done, a Hole is bored in the Middle of 
the Cafk’s Head, wherein is put an Iron or Brafs 
Pipe, through which they blow in order to find out 
the Leaks of the Cafk, and if any Aperture is found 
it is carefally caulked up, as well as the Hole at 
which the Pipe entered, for the leatt Air entering 
therein may greatly prejudice the Fifh.

Anecpores concerning PETER the Great. 
By M. de Voltaire. 


"DETER the Firlt, was farnamed the Great, becaute he 

anderrook and accomplifhed very great Things, none 
of which ever entered inro the Thoughts of any oi hits 
Predeceffors. His Countrymen, before him, were no 
more than a Nation of Yartars. It is a. probable that 
ail Nations were fuch a Compound, fomething berween a 
ear and a Man; till ac lait there arofe {ome tech Men as 
the Czar Peter, at the very Time when they were molt 
needed. 

A young Genevefe, called le Fort, about 169s, went to 
Mofcow with the Danifb Ambaflador. The Czar Peter, 
who was then Nineteen Years old, fell in Company with 
this Genevefe, who had {von learnc the Ruffian Tongue, 
aad Spoke almott all the Tongues of Europe. Le Fort in- 
gratiated himfeif with the Prince, entered into his Service, 
and foon afterwards into his Familiarity. He made him 
comprehend that there was a different Manner of Living 
and Reigning, from what had unhappily obtained 
throughour his valt and miferable Empire ; had it not 
been for this Genevefe, Ruffia had {till remained in 2 State 
at Barbarifin. 4 

A Prince mutt be born with an uncommon Greatnefé of 
Soul, to liften readily toa Stranger, and to be able to di- 
velt him(clt of the brejadices ota Throne, and of his 
Country. The Czar was fenhble that neither himfelf nor 
his People were yet to be reckoned among Men, and that 
he had an Empire to form, but could have no Affittance at 
Home. From that Time he took a Refolution to leave his 
Dominions, and {ct out, like another Prometheus, to bore 
row celeftial Fire for animating his Countrymen, This 
divine Fire he firft fought among the Hollanders, who 
were, three Centuries ago, as deftitute’of it, as the Afuf- 
covites tchemfelves. He could not however execute his 
Deiign with a Rapidity equal to his Wifhes; he hada 
War to maintain againft the Turks, or rather againtt che 
Jartars, in 1696, and it was not till after he had conquer- 
ed chem, that he went out of his Dominicns totearn rhole 
Arts which were Abflutely unknown in Ruffia. Matter 
of the moit extended Empire upon Earth, he went and 
uved near two Years at Am/fterdant, and in the Village af 
Saardam, under the Name of Peter Michaeloff; he was 
‘commonly called M, Freter Bas. He got his Name en- 
rolied in the Lit of Carpenters belonging to that famous 
Village, which fupplies almoft all Europe with Shipping. 
He exercifed the Axe and the Compafs, and after he had 
favoured all. Day in the Yard in building of Ships, he ftu- 
‘died Geography, Geometry, and Hiftory. At firft the 
People gathered in Shoals about him, and fometimes he 
‘drove off rhote who were troublefome after a fomewhat 
rade Manner, which that People bore without Refent- 
ment, though knowa to be irritated by the moit trifling 
Accidents. The firlt Language thar he learnt was Dutch, 
atter Wards he applied himfelt to the German, which he 
tancied was a fmooth Language, and would have had it 
tpoken at his Court. He learned alfo a little Erelifly 
in his Voyage to Lomdon, but he knew nothing of the 
French which is ince become the Language of Petershurah 
uader the Emprets Elizabeth, as that Country is become 
civilized, 

He was tall of Stature, and of a bolt and majeftick 
Atpect, though ‘fomerimes disfigured by Convuliions, 
Nhich altered his Features, This Deformity was aferibed 
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to Poifon, given him, as it is faid, by his Sifter Sosty.s. 
but it was indeed no other than Wine and Brandy, Whict, 
he often drank to Excels, relying too much co +] = 
Strength of his Conftiturion. 

He converfed with Perfons in all Stations, from th 
Mechanic, to the General of an Army; and his Conye. 
{ation was ncither like that of a Barbarian, who makes 
no DPiitinction berween Men, nor ot a popular Pe 
who fetks to pleafe all the World, tut that of a Pet, 
who aims at Initruction. He loved Women as much a¢ 
the King of Sweden, his Rival, dreaded them, and al] wera 
ecually agreeabie to him as well in Bed as at Board: ins 
value 1 himitelt on drinking large Draughts, rather thay 
finping delicious Wines, 

We arc told that Kings and Legiilacors thould neve, 
fuffer themicives to be tranfported py Pailion, but neye- 
was any Man more paflionate than Peter the Great, no: 
more inercilefs. Ina King this is more than an Infirmiry 
tor which we make amends:by confeiiing it; bur, it wos 
generally remarked of Peter, and she -himlelf {aid ro < 
Magiltrate of Holland, at his f{econd Voyage, ‘ I have re. 
‘ formed my Nation, and have not been able to regy yp) 
‘ myfelf.” Ic is true, the Cruclties with which he is ye. 
proached, were not Novelties at the Court of Afofrosy, 
any more than at that of Morocco: It was not uncom. 
mon to fee a Czar, with his own Royal Hand, infiicd :o5 
Lafhes of a Bull’s Pizzie on the naked Shoulders of 2 
Prime Officer af the Crown, or a Lady of the Palace 
for failing in their Duty, by getting drunk; or to ty 
the goodnefg of this Sabre, by ftriking off the Head oi 
a Criminal, Peter had himfelf performed fome of thofe 
Ceremonies of his Country ; Le Fort had Authority e- 
nough over him fometimes to ftay his Hand when 
litred up to ftrike, but he had not Le Fort always near 
him. 

His Voyage to .Holland, and efpeciaily his Tafte ‘or 
Arts, fomewhat fotrened his Manners; tur it is the Pro. 
perty of all Arts to render Men more tractable. He 
went often to Breakfaft at a Geographer’s, with whom 
he made Sea Charts. He fpent whole Days at the 2. 
mous Ruifch’s, who firft invented the Art of making 
thofe fine Injeftions, which have perfected Anatomy, 
and freed it trom the dfguft atrending it. This Prince 
gave himfelf, at the Age of 22 Years, the fame Educa- 
tion, Which a Dutch Mechanick would give his Son, ia 
whom he perceived a.Genius ; and this Sort of Edvcetion 
was fuperior to whatever he had received on the Throne 
of Rusia. At the fame Time he fent abroad young 
Tlufcovites totravel, and get Initruétions in the Couns 
tries of Europe. Thefe firit Attempts did not fucceed; 
his new Difciples did not imitate their Mafter ; one or 
them, in particular, being fent to Fenice, never went 
out of his Chamber, that he might not reproach him. 
felt with having feen any other Country belides Ru{fia. 
This Averfion to foreign Countries was infpired by the 
Mujcovite Priefts, who pretended that it was a great 
‘Crime for a Chriftian to travel, becaufe in the Olé 
Be ne the Inhabitants of rite sas were forbidden to 
adopt the Manners of their‘Neighbours, who-were riche:

* Pride, and the bafe Servility of the Courtiers filled 
‘him with Prefumption. He thought himfelf 
‘ equally qualifed for the Cabinet and for the Field: 
* But he failed in the Adminiftration of Afiairs, be- 
* caufe his Probity was called in Queilion ; and in the 

Army he mi(carried, becayfe he was deftitute of 
« ‘Temperand Experience. His moft common Study 
* was, to fearch into the Hearts of Men; and when 
* he once knew them, his Tafte led him to diltrutt

T HE Conclufion of the Treaty with the Elector ef 
Bavaria has been retarded bya Difficulty in relation to 
the Conditions on which his Electoral Highnefs is to give 
his Vote tor the Archduke Jofeph to be King of the Ro- 
mans ; Which Difficulty isnow removed, The 12000 Men 
which that Prince turtlifhes ro rhe Maritime Powers, are 
to be ready to march within two Months after they are dee 
manded.
